Remarks 

[0010] Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration and allowance of all of the 
claims of the application. The status of the claims is as follows: 

• Claims 1-37 are currently pending; and 

• Claims 1 , 25, and 29 are amended herein. 

Allowed Claims 

[0011] The Office Action indicates that claims 8-24 are allowable. The Applicant 
would like to thank the Examiner for allowing claims 8-24. These claims have not been 
amended herein, and therefore remain in condition for allowance. 

Independent Claims 1, 25 and 29 

[0012] Claims 1, 25 and 29 are amended to include the subject matter of allowed 
claim 8. The Applicant submits that insomuch as claim 8 is allowable, so too are claims 
1 , 25, and 29. The Applicant respectfully requests that the rejections of claims 1 , 25 and 
29 be removed and the claims be passed along to issuance. 

Dependant claims
